Willi the problems of oper- 
ating and financing a swim- 
ming pool partially solved by 
its closing for another year, 
the Antioch Lions "Club 
turned to other matters this.

The local club presented 
the Antioch Grade Sciiool 
with an American Optical 
School Vision Screening Test 
Monday. The device, based 
on the Massachusetts Vision 
Test, will be used, by all the 
grade schools in the area for 
visual screening of the stu- 
dents. 

The testing device is port- 
able and can be easily taken 
from one school to -another. 
Frederick L. Linclcomc, rep- 
resentative from American 
Optical Company, said the 
machine is to be used to find 
gross error in vision only 
and should not be confused 
with a visual examination. 

Mrs. James Bruski, physi- 
cal education teacher and 
school nurse at the Antioch 
Grade School, will administer 
the tests and serve as instruc- 
tor to staff members of other, 
schools. 

The test is not scored in 
any manner, the student 
cither "passes" or "falls". If 
he fails the lest is duplicated 
to check the results and make 
sure the student understands 
the procedure. 

In case of a failure, a note 
is sent home to the parents 
suggesting tiiat the child 
might have a visual deficien- 
cy and an eye examination 
would be worth while. 

Mr. Lincicome said the test 
is somewhat fallible, how- 
ever, and a reasonable num- 
ber of under-re terra Is and 
over-referrals may be expect- 
ed. 

The test itself is given in 
5 parts. The standard dis- 
tance test commonly used in 
the Schhell chart, once for 
each eye. In the second and 
third parts of the test the 
student looks through the 
headpiece and sees the image 
of a house. 

A red line should he visi- 
ble, in one case passing hori- 
zontally through the window 
of the house and In the other 
test passing vertically 
| through any part of the 



house. If the lines are seen 
at any other point, the stu- 
dent falls. 

In the last test, the student 
looks , through the headpiece 
at a painted butterfly and 
should see a vertical red line 
passing through it. 

Produced by the American 
Optical Company, the test is 
"a health screening to seleet 
children with visual deficien- 
cies such that an examination 
by an optometrist is highly 
desirable." 

Mr. Llncicome said that 
many things will affect the 
results of the tesl and that 
they should be given to each 
child individually without 
anyone else in tite room." 
'if a student fails he should 
be rctested," Liucicomc said. 

The test, complete with 
testing charts and record 
cards was presented to the 
grade school by Hill Lahti, 
chairman of the Sight Con- 
servation Committee, of the 
Antioch Lions Club. Report-

There is considerable 
doubt as to whether the de- 
partment could legally han- 
dle any sewage problems in 
districts 'where., it is not sup- 
plying water. 

. -The Public Works Depart- 
ment,: on the other : hand, 
could handle this and other 
matters outside the jurisdic- 
tion of the Water Depart- 
ment. 

• The Water District is an 
independent commission re- 
sponsible to no-one but Ir- 
"self; The Public -Works, De-. 
parfment would be under 
the supervision of the Coun- 
ty Board of Supervisors, 

The Public Works De- 
partment, soys Mr, Berning, 
could cope with the flood 
control problem, which the 
water district can not. The 
Public Works Dept., as the 
arm of on elective public 
group (the Co. Board of 
Supervisors) could . qualify 
for Federal loans and grants 
which the Water District 
can not. To procure such 
loans, there must be a de- 
partment able to guarantee 
the maintenance of any 
such installations. The Pub- 
lic Works Dept. could guar- 
antee such maintenance. 

There are basic and grave 
differences, says Mr. Bern- 
ing, in the concept and 
total scopes of operations of 
the two departments. 

The Puhlic Works De- 
partment, Mr. Berning em- 
phasized, would have no 
revenue from any tax funds, 
nor would it hold any refer- 
endums to raise money. The 
Dept. would be self-support- 
ing, its income being derived 
from payments of users of 
water, sewers, etc. 

The Townsend Report, 
Mr. Berning pointed out, re- 
commends the division of 
the county into five general 
areas for handling of the 
sewerage problem, each area 
having a major treatment 
plant, Each area would pay 



its own sosts, Thus, cities 
and vr I lages~already shaving 
water- and sewer jj service 
would pay no portion of the 
expense^'neither would one 
area; bear any portion ,of the 
expense of any other area. 

Whether or not ! the Water 
and Sewer iDlstrict, would 
continue to exist and func- 
tion along with the iPuolici 
Works Dept., or whether it's 
assets could be taken over 
by the Public Works Dept, 
is a matter not yet decided, 
said Mr! Berning.

As far as handling flood 
control problems are con- 
cerned, the proposed public 
works department has noth- 
ing to offer. There is no tax 
for flood control, nor is 
there any provision for the 
selling of either revenue or 
general obligation bonds for 
this purpose. The $33,000 
a year p/oposed loan from 
the county's general fund 
will be more than eaten up 
by salaries, with nothing left 
for flood control. 

Flood control belongs to 
the Lake County Forest Pre- 
serve District, which can 
handle the job if the people 
want it done, and the Com- 
missioners are willing to act.

Meeting the Need 

On Sunday, September 23, the new addition to the 
St. Peter's Church School and Social Center will be dedi- 
cated. Architecturally, the new addition, like the rest of 
the Church buildings, is beautiful, and can be pointed 
out with pride by any Antioch resident, no matter what 
his fcn*th. 

More important in the life of our town, however, 
than t)ie beauty of the buildings, is the spirit of growth 
and the meeting of the needs of the people of the com- 
munity evidenced by the spirit of the Social Center. 

Father Henderson says the Social Center will be a 
gathering place for old and young alike, who will enjoy 
It's many facilities. "It wilt be a parish center," he says, 
"teaming with activity — a center which Antioch has 
needed for a long time — a place where the youth (of pur 
community) can gather to greet, to talk and to find safe, 
healthy, enjoyable activities during their leisure hours." 

This has been a crying need of our town for some 
time. And we must compliment St. Peter's — The church 
officials and people of the parish — on meeting that need. 

The history of the growth of St. Peter's church and, 
In later years, its school, and the way in which it has met 
the challenges af growth through the years, has marked, 
indeed, the growth of Antioch, from a small town, through 
the years when, remaining a small town, it was flooded 
through three months of the year with summer visitors, 
to it's present status — still a summer resort, but becom- 
ing more and more a thickly populated community, with 
the many needs and problems of a suburban area. 



Founded as a mission in 1900 by Father Bruton, the 
parish drew it's numbers from a sparsely settled town and 
countryside. Through the years, the growing number of 
summer worshippers forced the church to use many make- 
shift locations for surnmer Masses — the Channel Lake 
pavilion, even a large tent. In 1929, ground was broken 
for the present church, large enough to meet the needs 
of the growing congregation. 

In 1948, the needs of the growing Catholic popula- 
tion were met again with the breaking of ground for the 
Catholic school. The school opened in September, 1949, 
and has since served the children of members, and re- 
lieved the load of pupils on crowded public schools. 

The need for more space for schoolrooms was met 
again in 1956, when the convent was built, releasing the 
living quarters of .the Sisters of the school for more class- 
rooms. 

Now, in 1962, more classrooms have been added, 
and the Social Center. Father Henderson has stressed that 
use of the Center will not be confined to the Catholic 
youth of the community. This is laudable, and sensible. 
Youth is truly democratic, and does not pick it's friends 
by creed and politics. And young people will inevitably 
gravitate to the place where young people gather. 

This is Antiach's first real Youth Center. We hope 
there will be more.

mortgage? In , law, the widow 
Is . called tho "mortgagor" 
and the villain Is known as 
the "mortgagee." 

The vaudeville play may 
have been all In ; fun, but. the 
widow I and the | villain were 
using 'financing device that 
Is the basis for most pur- 
chases of real estate in Illi- 
nois today. 

Mortgage* Secure Leant 
. A simple example will 11- 
ltist'rate how mortgages 
w or k. Suppose that Bill 
wants to buy a house and lot 
from Tom for $15,000. Tom 
wants to receive the entire 
purchase price In cash, but 
Bill has only $5,000 cash. If 
his credit is good, BUI will 
probably go to a local bank 
or other lending institution, 
and make application for a 
loan of $10,000. 

The bankwill check Bill's 
credit standing, and if the 
loan is approved, Bill will 
sign a note promising to re- 
pay the $10,000 with interest, 
in installments spread over a 
period of years. As security 
for the loan, Bill will pledge 
the house and lot. This se- 
curity agreement Is known as 
tho mortgage. 

The mortgage provides 
that If Bill falls to make pay- 
ments to the bank as they fall 
due, the bank may treat the 
entire balance on tho note as 
duo Immediately, and may 
file suit In court to foreclose 
tho mortgage. Should this 
happen, Bill will be notified 
of the action and ho may 
come Into court to defend if 
he desires. 

If the court finds that Bill 
has in fact defaulted in pay- 
ments, an order may bo en- 
tered directing the master In 
chancery to sell the house 
and lot at a public sale, and 
to pay' the bank from the 
proceeds of the sole. 

If. the sale does not bring 
money to pay the note, judg- 
ment may be entered against 
Bill for the deficiency. And 
if there Is any excess after 
court costs are paid, this 
money goes to Bill. 

Tho Right to Redeem 

In order to protect the bor- 
rower from hardship In case 
of temporary financial set- 
backs, Illinois laws provide 
that if a mortgage is fore- 
closed and a sale held by 
order of court, the mortgagor 
(the borrower) may redeem 
the property ot any time 
within one year. In order to 
redeem, he must pay the 
person who purchased the 
property at the foreclosure 
Bale the amount paid at the 
sale plus 6% Interest. 

There are various types of 
mortgages In use In Illinois 
today. For example, the 
seller of a house and lot, or 
farm, may not Insist that the 
buyer pay the entire price at 
once, but accept a down 
payment, convey title to the 
buyer, and Immediately take 
back a mortgage on the 
premises. Lawyers call this 



a "purchase money ; mort- 
gage." !!jilj : ! 
Other Purpowi of Mortgages 
! Mortgages | are i often | used 
for purposes other than pur- 
chase of real estate, : For ox- 
ample, many businesses and 
farm ;: enterprises receive 
their Initial capital by' means 
of [fa] mortgage on real es- 
tate owned by the business- 
man.; Any.itlmc, security is 
needed for a loan, this device 
of securing the ' lender is 
available., 1 - , 
' ILls possible , to have sov- 
eral' mortgages' "bh 'the same- 
property . Each : i mortgagee 
should record his mortgage 
with the 1 County Recorder as 
soon as it Is executed, .so that 
he has a valid ' claim j to tho 
property, and all others who 
subsequently acquire . an in- 
terest In the property take 
subject to his Hen. ■■

THRIPS 

' Thrips, tiny insects less 
than one-twentieth of an inch 
long, are on the Increase, es- 
pecially in parts of Chicago 
where they are causing much 
damage to ornate or privet 
hedges. Under high mag- 
nification, adult thrips ap- 
pear dark brown with white, 
red and yellow spots. Young 
of thrips are even smaller 
and are yellow. 

Thrips were accidentally 
imported fromEurope about 
30 years ago and thrive es- 
pecially on hedges and lilacs 
and some like onions and to- 
bacco. The eat glad bulbs, 
too. Spraying the undersides 
of leaves with a mixture of 
two tablespoons of malathlon 
emulsion concentrate per gat- 
Ion of water every two weeks 
will destroy an infestation of 
thrips.

Uncertain market 
value of salvagablo items 
makes this method undc- 
pondable. Costs are also in- 
creased by sorting and baling 
of the salvaged material. 

Hog Feeding. This meth- 
od must obviously be limited 
to garbage. It is objection- 
able for both aesthetic and 
health reasons. Another rea- 
son for its lack of popularity 
is the fact that the garbage 
must be boiled in order to 
prevent trichinosis in the 
hogs. Collection for this 
method Is normally restricted 
to institutions whereby the 
hog farmer can reasonably 
be assured that glass, tin cans 
and other dangerous items 
will not become mixed with 
the garbage. Obviously if 
the death rate among tho 
hogs becomes too high, the 
farmer may cease operating, 
thereby eliminating an effec- 
tive garbage disposal site. 

Composting. This process 
converts organlcv refuse to 
humus, a product useful in 
agriculture as a fertilizer.

III. Veterans Urged 
Te Cheek Schooling 

The Administrator of the 
Illinois Veterans' Commis- 
sion, Mr. Edward B. Akin, an- 
nounced today that many 
veterans are passing up the 
opportunity to continue their 
educational training by rot 
taking advantage of the mili- 
tary scholarship offered by 
the six State-supported uni- 
versities. He further ad- 
vised that If a veteran had 
exhausted his GI training en- 
titlement he could continue 
his education in part through 
the free tuition at any of 
these schools under the schol- 
arship. 

Mr. Akin also stated that 
all World War I, World War 
II, and Korean veterans, and 
those who served at any time 
during the draft period, were 
eligible for this scholarship 
if they were a resident of Illi- 
nois one year Immediately 
prior to induction. He fur- 
ther advised that this scholar- 
ship can be used for resident 
training, extension courses, 
and correspondence courses. 

Those veterans interested 
should contact the Illinois 
Veterans 1 Commission office 
in their area for more de- 
tailed information.

With the opening of an- 
other school year, The Tax- 
payers' Federation of Illinois 
adds its voice to (hose of 
others in urging students to 
attend and graduate from 
high school. Not only will tlds 
goal insure greater earning 
power for the students in the 
future* but it will help the 
nation's economy. A recent 
release, prepared by Com- 
merce Clearing House News 
Bureau from U. S. Depart* 
menl of Labor statistics, is 
proof of this statement. 

It costs the average teen- 
ager $40,304 for failure to 
complete high school, accord- 
ing to Commerce Clearing 
[louse, in a study of lifetime 
earnings taken from U. S. 
Department of Labor statis- 
tics. The loss amounts to 22 
per cent of what the teenager 
could earn in his lifetime if 
he continued high school to 
graduation, the CCII report 
said. 

The official figures show 
that high school graduates 
earn $257,557 during their 
working lives. Rut tho.se who 
quit high school before they 
graduate earn only $211,193 
in the same period. 

On the basis of annual in- 
come, the high school grad- 
uate can look forward to 
earning an average $5,507 a 
year. The high school drop, 
out's average is only $4,010, 
CCII said. 

Statistics for 1050-00 also 
reveal- a wide gap of more 
than 3 to 1 between grad- 
uates and drop-outs who lose 
their jobs. Sixteen of every 
100 who leave high school be- 
fore graduation remain un- 
employed for periods of six 
mouths or longer, compared 
with five such unemployment 
experiences among high 
school graduates. 

The national unemploy- 
ment rato as of October, 1001 
among high school graduates 
was 10 per cent; among high 
school drop-outs, 30 per cent.

Be on Lookout 
For Whooping 
Cough Disease 

Because of the recent out- 
break of whooping cough in 
Waukegan and the indicated 
rise in Lake County, Arthur 
G. Baker, M.D., Director of 
the Lake County Health De- 
partment, urged parents to 
be on, the .lookout for symp- 
toms of this disease in their 
children and provide ade- 
quate protection for them 
where needed. 

Dr. Baker said that the first 
symptoms of whooping cough 
arc very much like those of 
the common cold, followed by 
a slight cough. 

Dr. Baker continued by say- 
ing that protection for the 
young child may be secured 
from the family physician in 
the form of the "baby or trip- 
le" shots which are given 
when the child is two to three 
months old. 

Whooping cough, although 
often considered a mild ills- 
case, . can be a very serious 
infectious disease. All ages 
arc susceptible, but children 
under three and especially 
infants under one year arc 
in o s t seriously affected.

Tax Exemption For 
Working Students 

Parents may find they 
can claim their child as a de- 
pendent on their 1062 Fed- 
eral income tax return even 
though the child earns $600 
or more during 1062, Harold 
R. All, Director of Internal 
Revenue for the Chicago Dis- 
trict announced. 

"We have reports" Mr. 
All added, "that parents are 
telling their children to quit 
their jobs before earning 
$600; otherwise, they cannot 
retain the children's depend- 
ency exemption... 

"It is not necessary for 
children to stop working this 
summer upon earning a total 
of $600."

Half of 
all whooping cough deaths oc- 
cur among children under 
two years of age 

Dr. Haker said that recom- 
mendations stale an affected 
child may return to school 
three weeks after the onset of 
the coughing symptoms, and 
that children who have been 
exposed to the disease may 
go to school, but should be 
checked dally for symptoms. 

Dr. Baker suggests that 
parents should be alert iu 
keeping their children away 
from playmates with the 
"sniffles" or coughs, and lie 
suggests that any infant show- 
ing signs of possible infection 
or having been exposed to 
whooping cough should be 
immediately takon to the' fam- 
ily physician. 



"Even though your child is 
required to file an income 
tax return if he has income 
of $600 or more for the year, 
you also may claim htm as a 
dependent if certain condi- 
tions are met. 

"If you have furnished 
more than half of bis sup- 
port, you may claim an ex- 
emption fur him regardless 
of the amount he earned, 
providing he is under 10 
years of age. 

"When the child is 10 or 
over, you still may claim an 
exemption for him If he is a 
full time student during 'five 
calendar mouths in 1062, and 
if you meet the support lest. 
A full time student is one 
who is enrolled for the num- 
ber of hours which is consid- 
ered to be full-time attend- 
ance."
